THE BACCALAUREATE. 


The baccaleaureate sermon to 
graduating class was delivered Sun- 
Andover Theo- 
logical Seminary chapel by Rev. H. B. 
Frissell, D. D., principat of the Hamp- 
ton Normal and Agricultural Institute, 
Virgina, who is a praduate of the 
academy, class of '69 and who has a 
this year’s graduation class. 

Rev. Dr. Frissell took his text from 
I Chronicles 12:38—‘‘All these men of 
war, that could keep rank, came with 
a perfect heart to Hebron, to make 
David king over all Israel; and all tie 
rest also of Israel were of one heart 
to make David king.” 

He spoke as follows: 

There is much that is martial about 
the Bible. The spirit of the soldier 
pervades it. The Christian life is called 
“the good fight of faith.’’ Paul's wrii- 
ings continually make reference to the 
soldier, his armor, the foes he has to 


| face, the victory he is to win. 


No character in the Bible attracts us 
more than that of David. The story 
of his fight with Goliath won us In our 
earliest days; the struggles of the 
shepherd boy to rescue his sheep from 
the lion and the bear made us his 
friends even in our childhood. There 1s 
no more interesting part of his life 
than that in which he lived as an exile 
at Ziklag with the conies among tie 
recks.— Gradually there gathered to 
him:in this wilderness hiding place 
men attracted by his bravery and 
strength until he had a great army. In 
this twelfth chapter of Chronicles from 
which we have taken our text, we 
have brief accounts of these men and 
of how they came together to make 
David king. There are five muste1 
rolls givén in different parts of tne 
chapter which are full of interest be- 
cause of what they tell us of these 
brave men who fought 
greatest captain of his time. They 
mark the different periods at which 
one band after another came to him 
while he was at Ziklag, when as the 
says, he yet kept himseifl 
close because of Saul, the’ son of 
Kish. 


The first roll was that of the tribe 
of Benjamin, Saul’s brethren, who 
were trained to use the bow and sling, 
‘the left hand like the right,” m 
hurling stones, They were mighty men, 
helpers of the war, The second mus- 
ter contains the names of certain 
sons of Gad who came to David while 
he was in the Cave of Adullam ‘in: the 
wilderness. How the historlan glows 
with enthusiasm over them! ‘Men of 
might. men of war,’’ he calls them, fit 
for the battle. They could handle 
shield and buckler and their faces were 
like the faces of lions; they were as 
swift as roes upon the mountain. They 
had forded the swift Jordan when it had 
overflown its banks, and had put the 
men of the valleys to flight. both  to- 
ward the East and, toward: the West. 
l was made — up 
of ‘other sons of Benjamin and: Judah 
who came to David at about the same 
time, while he was: in the’ wilderness. 
And of these it ds related that..when 
itiey came to the Cave Gru wuullain, 
David answered and said unto, them. 
“If ye be come peaceably unto me to 
help me mine heart shall be knit unto 


‘you but if. ye be come to betray mé to 
| mine enemies, seeing there is no wrong 


in mine hand, the God of our Fathers 
look therein and rebuke {t*" Then the 
spirit came upon Amasaf who was 
chief of the eaptains, and he said, 
“Thine are we, David, and on thy 
Peace, peace, 
be unto thee, and peace to everyone 
that helpeth thee. For thy God helpeth 
the fourth band we have 
the names of the captains of Man- 
asseh. They were all mighty men of 
valor, and they helped David against 
Amalekites. The fifth band is made up 
of those who came to Hebron 
not long before the final struggie be- 
tween David and: Saul, and in inter- 
est it yields to. none of the others.

Rev. William H. Davis, D. D., of 
the Eliot church, Newton, preached the 
baccalaureate sermon to the graduat+ 
ing class at Abbot academy in the 
South Congregational church Sunday 
morning.

This is the pion- 
eer truth which culminated in a radi- 
ant and gracious gospel, a truth for all 
time, but especially for our time, with 
its prosperities and problems, in which 
the progress and peace of the world are 
wrapped up.

The Angora is Getting There. 


None of our demestic animals have 
made such rapid progress into general 
favor so soon after it has been introduced 
into the country, as has the Angora goat. 
Only half a century ago, the first Angora 
was landed in this country as a curiosity, 
and it has been only withif a few years 
that they have attracted any attention, 
first for their hair and pelts, and very 
recently for their meat. They have in- 
creased very rapidly within the last few 
years, and there are now probably. be- 
tween 500,000) and 1,000,000 scattered 
through the States, Texas having tie 
greater Dumber. 

There was a great prejudice against 
the meat of the Angora, and while large 
amounts of it Weresent to market during 
the last year or two, it had to be sold as 
mutton, but soon it was discovered that 


it was asuperior quality of mutton, and | 


now it has come into such high favor 
that it can be sold for just what it is— 
Angora meat. The demand for it has 


grown to such an extent that there will 


soon be completed a large packing plant | 
in Kansas City for the exclusive use ot | 


handling the Angora goats. The plant 


will be equippech with a tanning outfit, | 


and the skins will be made into robes, 
mats, ete., the demand for which is large 
and constantly growing, and which now 
cannot be supplied.
